Millionaires In 
US. Are Increasing 


tiew Tort. Feb. 14 —United States 
millionaires have increased In number 
about 600 per cent since 1923. judging 
from figures showing million-dollar 
estates for which trust companies have 
acted aa executors or trustees 

Francis H. Bisson, vice-president of 
the Ouaranty Trust Company of Mew 
York, speaking here to-day at a con¬ 
ference of tbe American Bankers’ As¬ 
sociation. said a survey of the national 
field indicated that in five year* the 
institutions had handled 668 estates 
valued at 61.000.000 or more.

Chairman Perry crtuctaed presenta¬ 
tion of a complete typewritten redraft 
of the clauses concerning electric wir¬ 
ing inspection and control, objecting 
thst fh« advertised text waa materi¬ 
ally different. Mr Pringle remarked 
that the original had been baaed on 
the Vancouver legislation, and bad 
been found faulty upon cloee examin¬ 
ation Chairman Perry accepted the 
explanation, remarking that similarity 
to Vancouver -was not much tn Its 
favor - Atwell D. King, representing 
the British Columbia Electric Railway 
Company Limited, stated that he was 
Instructed to facilitate adoption of 
civic regulations to control wiring of 
buildings, but appealed for elimination 
of possibility of conflct with the terms 
Of the Electrical Energy Inspection 
Act. which governs wires tn streets, ae 
liable to cause trouble In interpreta¬ 
tion.

This warning is suggested by a bill just pro¬ 
posed to the Provincial Legislature, which provides 
that the Provincial Parks Act be amended to enable 
the Government to cancel any reservation as to the 
whole or any part of the lands reserved for 
parks not considered necessary in the public in¬ 
terest for provincial park purposes. This amend¬ 
ment. of course, would not apply to areas like the 
Strathcone and Mount Robson Parks, which are 
controlled under special legislation. It would apply 
to all other reservations made under the Provincial 
Parks Act for park purposes. 

Looking to the future we think it would be a 
mistake to give any government power to cancel 
any reservation- made under the Provincial Parks 
Act. We have no doubt the present government 
would exercise its power under the suggested amend¬ 
ment with discretion and due regard to the public 
interest. But another government might not be to 
discreet, and public-spirited. Indeed we can easily 
conceive of a condition in boom times in which our 
parks would be invaded by powerful private interests, 
as they were in some of the American states, to 
such a degree that they would be practically 
destroyed. Hence, instead of moderating the con¬ 
ditions of parks control, if we make any change 
at all we should tighten the law affecting it. If 
we err at all in the case of such a utility it should 
be on the tide of severity and inflexibility. The Leg¬ 
islature. as representing the people who are the owners 
of our parks, should continue to be the custodian of 
this public property. And even the Legislature 
should first require a full public hearing and in¬ 
vestigation before amending the parks legislation in 
any important particular. 

On several occasions we have heard ’ the pro¬ 
posal that British Columbia transfer its parks to 
the .Dominion, which hat a splendid parks commis¬ 
sion with all kinds of technical advice, and which 
'maintains our national parks on a scale unsurpassed 
by any other country in the world. There is a great 
deal of merit in this suggestion as far as admmistra- 
tioo is concerned. In any cate, our Legislature 
should bear m mind the fact that now it the time 
to lay the foundation for a splendid permanent 
pub system. In the end this asset will prove
